Received your Letter, wherein you charge me with unkind- 

neſs for having neglefted to Write unto you for the laſt fix 

moneths ; _ you alſo tell me, you cannot imagine what 

hath made me fo filent all this while, that others have ſent their 

Correſpondents in England (o many Letters of Scottiſh News. 
But what you ſeem to make an aggravation of my faulr, I muſt 
Retort u you in my own e, and tell you plainly, that 
being a Perſon uncapableto Write certainties in State-marrers, and 
too honeſt to Write lyes,, I could not prevail with my (elf to fol- 
low the ill example of many of my Countrey-men , whereof 
ſome maliciouſly Wrote their own Forgeries, and ſome out of 
weakneſs their Jealouſies, and Fears, and all pretending tounder- 
ſtand pot only what were, but what 'would be the Intrigues of 
Halyrnd-Houſe,till'd ther Muddiman-letters with their own Invens 
tiuns, inſtead of real Truth. 

The Reports which theſe Inſtruments of Miſchief ſent to 
London, rebounded as quickly hither again ; and conſidering how 
fooliſhly ſome, and how maliciouſly others of their Stories were 
comny'd, I cannot but figh for the unhappineſs of my Coun- 
trey, Where theſe Coiners and Diſj of falſe News, like the 
talfe Prophets in the Kingdom of [/rael, are a National judgment, 
and a grievous Plague both to Church and State. 

Therefore,let me prevail with you for the time to come,to give ak 
little credittothe flying R which are ſent from our Country, 
as I do tothoſe which Leeds Coax yours ; and that we may both 
grow wifer by other mens Follies, and take ſurer meaſures uz out 
tuture Correſpondence, give me leave to propoſe, that we Write 
nothing hereafter; but matters of Fact, and confine our (elves to 
relate 4uch uſetul, ard worthy Contingencies, ds might become 
an. Hiftonan-of tus own Age. By obterving this cule, we ſhall 
keep our lelves within the fate bounds of Prudence, and Duty , 
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and _ 4 rirvang Ne our mutual Correſpendence, withour 
ab the ity of the Vulgar, or injuring the Aimifters of 
ublick Affairs. 4 


Wherefore, thatI may put my own advice intopradtiſe, and be 
a good example tomy own rule, the Subject of this Letter fhall 
be a faithful Narrative of the 'Tryal, Condemnation, and Exc- 
cution of one of our Presbyterian Preachers, who made an attc 
onthe Sacred Perſon of the Archbiſhop of St. Andrew: ;n the 
moneth of Fuly, 1668. "The Story 1s very comprehenſive, and 
will invite me to ſpeak of many particular things, and perſons, 
and it will beditficult for me to paſs through it all without rouch- 
iag a little publick Afﬀairs, in doing of which, I ſhall endea- 
your to rm the part of a faithful Hiſtorian, in keeping t6 
my rule of Writing nothing but matter of Fat. 

I have already fx'd the beginning of this Story in the moneth 
of July, 1668. But the execrable wretch refolved to do the Fact 
rwo years before hedid it, and languiſh'd all the rime for want of 
an opportunity to execute his inhumane deſign. Ar laſt, having 
obſerv'd, that the Lord Pritnate us'd always to/go about this Town 
in his Coach, he refolv*d to Piſtol him in it ; and accordingly an 
Saturday of the foreſaid muneth diſcharged a Piltol, loaden with 
three Bullets at him, which were' intercepted by the arm of the 
Lord Biſhop of Orkney, who at the ſame inſtant was getting into 
his Graces Coach: As foonashe had ſhot, he wake fed away, 
and as he croſſed the Street, the Primate got a view of his face. 
He was not immediately purſued ; which gave bim ty to 
eſcape into the Houſe of one F ___—_ ejected Muniſter, which 
being in an obſcure of the T'own, he had prepir'd for ate- 
treat, 1n caſe he get ſafe thther. |

Otober laſt ar 
Sanchil in Carritt, Mr. Welſb, attended with ſeven or eght fe- 
ditious Preachers, made a preachment to the przncipal divition of 
a mulrirude upwards of 7000. people, upon St. 11.24-35- 
In this Preachment among anda T ſtuft he ſpoke 
theſe words. The King, the Nobles, and the Prelates, ave ſure the 
Adurderers of Chriſt, and then fitting down in his chair, he faid, 
Ob People, 1 will be ſilent. Speak O People, and tell me what good 
the King hath done ſince hus home-coming ; yea hath he not done 
all the miſchief a Tyrant could d>———2 At another Conventicle 
not long after, he ſpoke thus, or to this : That he was 
confident, that God would yet afſert the cauſe of Pentland-billr, 
in /pite of the Curates (for ſo they call the Orthodox Miniſters ) 
and their Maſters the Prelates, and in ſpite of the Prelates,, 
and their Maſter the King, and in ſpite of the King , and bu 
Maſter the Devil. 
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But to proceed, at theſe Field-Meetings they adminiſtred the 
Solemn League and Covenant to the People ; and made them 
{wear never to hear the Orthodox Miniſters more: and in a moſt 
Popiſh manner, gave them'the Sacrament thereupon. They alſo 
kept Claſſical Meerings,where they ordain'd Ignorant,and Fathous 
ſtriplings, and by an unparalle!'d Act of Schilm, took the Confi- 
dence to re-ordain one Mr. Fohn Cuningham, who was formerly 
ordain'd Presbyrer by the late Lord Biſhop of Galloway ; and like- 
wiſe preſum'd to receive the Hypocritical Contefſions, and Re- 
pentance of ſuch as they had perſwaded, or ſuborn'd to confeſs 
the great {in of joyning in Worſhip with our Church. "They 
admurred ruling Elders in ſeveral Precin&ts, and with incom 
ble Impudence procceded to Inſtitute, and induct Preachers of 
their Tribe, hekles vacant and full Churches ; according to 
Mr. [94 pgs who aflerts in his A , that every 
Pariſh ought to chooſe its Preacher, and ra. 3---bom 1s bur 
a Popiſh Rite. They alſo confiding in their numbers, proceed- 
ed in manifeſt contempt of Authority to ere&t Preaching- 
Houſes ; particularly in Carri&#, and —» nh where Perſonsof 
no mean Quality and Intereſt, harbour'd and carefled thoſe great 
Apoſtles of the Cauſe Welſh and Arnett ; who ride about theſe 
diſ-affeCted Shires in great Stare, and Security, with Guards con- 
fiſting of forty, hfry, or greater numbers of Horſe. From theſe 
Infolencies they to invade the Houſes, and menace the 
Perſons of ſome Orthodox Miniſters, whotn Mr. Welſh declared 
either in a Conventicle, or Presbytery, ſomewhere in Carrict, that 
it was as lawful to kill, as for the Iſraelites to kill the Canaamtes, 
i they complained ro the Men (for fo he called the Magiſtrates) 
mn Power. Theſe out-rages {o trighted the Orthodox Clergy, 
that many Miniſters forſook their charges ; and ſome of aur Bi- 
ſhops, who lived in thoſe diſtracted corners , were forc'd tor thar 
ſecurity, to repar to this Town, Thus all things lcemed to 
run into confulion ; and if excellent methods had not been ufed 
to prevent the ſequel of ſuch dangerous beginnings; the faction 
by this rime had grown into a formed party, and diſputed rbe 
Can/e, with an Army 1a the Ficld. 
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The firſt thing the Privy Council did, was to ifſue out Procla- 
mations for-the execution of the Laws againſt theſe Convent 
cles ; and to uſe all meats poſlible for ſerzing the Perſons of Welſh, 
and Arnett, and other ſeditious Preachers: but rhe tormer were 
xendred ineffectual, the Heritable Sheriff, and Baylifts, and other 
Othcers of the feditious diſtricts refuſing to aft ; and the later 
could not be brought to effe&t, becauſe the Preachers are always 
fo ſtrongly guarded in publick ; and in private ſhelter themſelves 
with ſuch ſuperſtitious adorers of their holy perſons, as none of 
the nels comer can tempt to betray. Piſorders thus conti- 
nuing,'the Council acquainted His Majeſty with the dangers they 
threatned, and humbly mov'd himto fend ſpeedy Orders, that a 
conſiderable number of his Iriſþ Troo 1d march to the 
maritime Borders next adjacent to Galloway, and the Weſtern 
Shires, to be ready for Tranſportation if occaſion requir'd. His 
Majeſty, who was long fince acquainted with the Spirit and 
Principles of our Remonſtrator-Presbyterians, in compliance with 
the ar ae advice of his Privy Council , immediately orde- 
red, that a well-appointed Party, ot about 300a. Horſe and Foot, 
ſhould be fent ws the conductof the Loyal, and Valiant Viſ- 
count of Granard, our Countrey-man, ro- quarter upon the Ma- 
rime Borders, and to march at the command of the Privy 
Council here. This particular tare of His Majeſty, andthe ap- 
proach of the Forces, did very much ſurprizethe Fagarical party, 
who were made to believe by the malcontents, that the Duke had 
no intereſt at Court, nor was capable to e any extrinfical 
afliſtance, although they ſhould rebel. Fhe IrjÞ Forces being 
arriv*d uponthe Coaſts, the Council were refolv'd t9 try what fau 
and —— would do; and thereupon directed Letters to 
the Heritors ( whom you call Lindlords) of Aire, and Renfrew, 
to know it they would undertake by their own power' to reduce 
theſe diſorders, having the King's Authority for that effect.. The 
Heritors met in a full Afſembly, and after two days conſultation re 
turn'd Anſwer by three Noble Lords, whom the Council: bed fer 
w attend them, that they could not undertake byaberr own Pow- 
er to _— Countrcy: free from Convenucles, of any dilordes 
that might calue thereupon. 
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You muſt knowthat our Landlords have far more Authority 
overtheir Tenants, than yours ; inſomuch, that in the moſt difat- 
fefted places, there are no Conventicles, where the Heritors, and 
enors uſe their private Authority to keepthe people conſtanr 
rothe Church. All the World here knows, that there 1s not a more 
mom pc : and yet by the ſingle 
Authority, and Intereſt of that moſt Loyal and ering peri 
the Earl of Aurray, it is kept in as pertect Order and Obedience, 
asif there were no Conventicles in the World. Bur, as for the 
aforeſaid ſhires, the Council expeted no ſuch anſwer from them, 
becauſe they of all others have had moſt indulgence, as having 
Non-conformuſt Miniſters legally ſetled in very many Churches 
among them; which one would think, if that party had any Rea- 
fon, Medefie, or Confticnce, mi t have kept them from troub- 
ling the publick Peace. the Council having received 
ſuch an unreaſonable anſwer from the Heritors of theſe more in- 
dulged ſhires, concluded what returns they might expect from 
others ; and therefore began now to think ut was high.1meto re- 
ducethem torheir duty by force, W knowing that the 
body of this Kingdom was Loyal, they reſolved rather to reduce 
the Fanaricks by our own intrinfical power, than to call in His Ma- 
yelties Iriſþ Forces, unleſs there ſhould be abſolute need. Where- 
fore, to the Kings ſtanding Forcts, they added the Afs/tt:a of the 
moſt Loyal County of Angus, and admtted the Auxiliary Forces, 
' Which ſeveral Loyal Lordsthat have Intereſt, and Authority m the 
Highlands, did proffer to raiſe out of their Vaſlals, and 
for His Majeſties ſpecial Service in this critical exigence of Aﬀairs. 
And by His Majeſhes ſpecial Approbation and Command, 
were all united into one Army, under the Conduct of the 
Valiant and Loyal Earl of Lin Lithgaw, who towards the latter 
end of laſt Jen. marched intothe Weſtern ſhares. 

And thar all things might be tranſated in a fair, legal, and or- 
derly manner; there is alſo ſent along with the Army a Com- 
mitree of the Privy Council, confiltng of Eleven Right Honou- 
rable perſons, who are inveſted with lufhcient power, Civil, and 
Criminal, to puniſh all ſorrs of Offenders, and are now ſteddily 
purſuing thoſe great ends for which they 'wwete ſent thither. 
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Towhich in the frit place, they proceed to. cifarm chem, 
cauſing all ſuſpeted to deliver their Arms { whereof 

Provitzon was made ) to their reſpective Sherifts upon. Oath, who 
are to deliver themtothe Major and to be ſent by ham to 
His Majeſtics Garrifons.

. This is the tenor of the Bond ; and leaſt the force thereof

fuch deſign. "This Informaton was well grounded, if ir were 
not true, for there was never ſeen ſuch an appearance of that 
Sex at any Execution, as was at his, where a Body of at leaſt 
fever. hundred Silters ſtood rogerher almoſt in Renk and File.

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The next Morning after his Execution there were ſeveral Co- 
pies of his Speech, and feveral Libellous Verſes put up in feve- 
ral places of the City, one Copy whereof made by ſome Fana- 
rick Poctaſter, and fixed upon the great Croſs, I here ſend you,

Ou ſee the Latin Verſcs rake notice of the W:f, as a place 
above all others of this Kingdom, wherein Fanaticiſm molt 
abounds. "This muſt needs awaken your curioſity to enquire from 
what magnetiſm its, that our Conventicle-preachers have acqu- 
rd ſuch a ſtrong verticity to that point. Truly, the reaſon 13 the 
ſame for which yours haunt London, and the molt opulent Towns, 
and Countys of England, even the Riches of the place ; for where 
the Silver 15, there are the Sziſſes, where the Carcuſc 1s, there arc 
theſe Vulrurs gathered together. There's a neccſlity laid hone 
them to Preach the Goſpel rhere ; yea, woe unto them it they 
Preach it not in Fife and the Ht, where fo many Rich 'T raders, 
and Heritors live. Burt as tor the Highlands, and other poorer 
County?, they have no Chriſtian compathen for them, butlet them 
liveand dycin [enorance and Idelatry 4 becaule their Souls are nor 
ſv precious for want of Silver and Gold. Iremember when I 


was at London in 76. 1 heard a famous Conyenticle-miniſter ſay, 
| That 
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That if itwere not for the Non-conformicg-mmſters, thouſands 
of Souls in that po City would- ſtarve for want of the 
Word. I very much wondered to hear him fay fo; confidering 
how many hundred Sermons were Preached every week by the 
Orthodox Miniſters, and the beſt I thonghr, that ever I had heard. 
Bur being the next day in ſome Company, which was diſcourfing 
about venticles, one or two of them began ro'tell of rhe 
great ſtore of Mony the Conventicle-preachers had in the Banks, 
and how ſome of them kept their Coaches,and he believ*'d it would 
not be lopger'e their Wives kept their Chairs. Then I began to 
bd the reaſon of the great care thoſe Gentlemen had to feed 
the Souls of the good Citizens; and was = gladthat to keep a 
Coach was nolonger a ſign of Prelatical Pride. When Freturn'd 
home, [ told our Whigs, that the Non-conformiſt-miniſters of Low- 
don began to keep Coaches, butthe greateſt of them would 
not believe me; and thoſe that dig, ſaid with 'ghs, they were for- 
ry, that there were Diotrepheſes among them, that loved the pree- 
minence, and that God would have a comroverfie with them for 
their Prelatical Pride. The like I have ſeen in a Preface 
to a Presbyterian Treatiſe of Divinity, Printed about that 
time, wherein the anonymous Author ( whoſe name I have been 
told ) complainsof the Prelatical Spirit, that began ro ſhew it 
ſelt a the Non-conforming-miniſters; whereof ſome heag 
mn great Plenty, and State, contemned others who were poof, 

whoſe lot was fallen \n places, where Perſecution did abound. 

In the Scottiſh, which you will call the Engliſh Verſes, you ſee 
the Poet upbraids tfleir Baptiſmal Vow with the Covenant ; not, 
as I conceive,upon the corimon account; as another Poet may do, 
bur becauſe *tis the frequent pratile of our Whig-preachers tg 
Bapnze the Children of thetr Diſciples into the Solemm League 
and Covenant, as well as into the Covenant of Grace. He allo 
rakesnoticeof the intimate Familiarity betwixr Mr. Mitchel, and 
Major Her ; and unleſs you will be atthepainsto rad the life of 
the latter, as well as the former, you'l never be able to'underſtarid 
the Satyr, nor know whether the Satyriſts indigharion be juſt, of 
unjuft, Je promiſe you beforchand, That the Narrative ſhall 
aftc&t you both with Wonder, and Indignarion ; though for the 
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honour of our Nature, and Religion, I wiſh no ſuch ſtories were 
extant in the World. Nay confident I am, that when you have 
conlider'd it 1n all the circumſtances that attend it, you will 
fay, that he who is the ſubject rhereot, was one of the moſt pro- 
digious finners that ever was extant of humane race. For there's 
nothing in Hiſtory comparable to him, nor I hope will ever 
be ; and had not our bleftled Saviour told us, that Men may be 
ſo wicked, as to fin beyond forgiveneſs, I could ſcarce bave be- 
hev'd that any Man, much lefs a Chriſtan , conid have 
commutted «Ml wy" in all ſpecictes, with Women, Devils, and 
Beaſts. 

Burt ſucha Monſter was this Phariſee, of whom I am going to 
give ou an account ; which is partly taken out of the publick 

egiſter of our criminal Court, and where that cannot relieve 
me, from common fame, the notoreity of the things related , or 
the Authority of Perſons of known Integrity, and great Repura- 
tion in the World, 

He was born , and bred in the Weſtern parts of this Kingdom; 
which, as it appears from the preceeding Narrative, hath ever 
been the moſt Fanatical partof our Country, and molt diſattect- 
ed to the King, and the Church. There he was carly 
pn with the principles of Schiſm, and Rebellion, which he 

'd upon all occaſions , particularly in the beginning of the 
ktc Rebellion, wherein he was a forward ſtickler, and by his 
extraordinary zeal for the Cauſe, raiſed himſelt ro a greater com» 
mand in ſome "Troop, or Company , than Men of his mean O- 
nginal uſe to arrive unto here. About the Year 1649. be had 
the great truſt of the Guards of this City commutred unto him 
under the quality of Major, and from that time, to the day of his 
Infamous Death, was always called by the Name of Major Wear. 
He behav'd himfelt un this Othce with great cruelty , and info- 
lence rowards the Loyal party, being very active in diſcover» 
ing and apprehending the Cavahers, and bringing them to be 
arraign'd, and try'd tor their Lives. He uſed to mfult and tri- 
umph over them m their muſeries, and perſecute them wih all 
manner of Sarcaſms and Reproaches, when they were led out 
like Victims to publick Execution ; as many yet alive can teſti- 
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fe to the World. In particular, the barbarous Viſlam treated 
the Heraick Marqueſs of Montroſe, with all imaginable inſo- 
lence, and inhumanity, when helay in Priſon , making his very 
calimities an Argument, that God, as well as Man, had forſaken 
bim, and =_ him Dog, Atberft, Traytor, Apoſtate, Excom- 
municate Wretch, and many more ſuch intollerable Names. "This 
cruel manner afrer which he uſed to outrage the poor Royaliſt, 
paſs'd among the people for extraordinary zeal ; and made them 
conſider him-as a ſingular Worthy whom God had raiſed up to ſup- 
port the Cauſe. Hef ſtudyed the Art of Difſimulation, and Hy- 

riſe, always afteCting a formal gravity, and demureneſs in 
eprd and deportment; and employing avaſt and renacious 
memory , which God had given him, in getting without Book 
ſuch words, and phraſes of the Holy Scriptures, as might ſerve 
beſt in all companies to make him paſs for an Holy and gifted 
Man. He had acquir'd a particular gracefulneſs in whining 
and ſighing, above any of the facred Clan, and had learn'd ro de- 
hver hmſele upon all ferious occaſions in a far more raviſhin 
accent than any of their Miniſters could attain unto. By thels 
and other Hypocritical Arts he had got fuch a name for ſanctity, 
and devotion, that happy was the Man with whom he would 
converſe, and bleſſed was the Faruly in which he would youch- 
ſafe to pray. 

For he pretended to pray only i the Families of ſuch as were 
Saints of the higheſt Form ; inſomuch, that the Brethren and Si- 
ſters of theſe Precmets would ftrive who ſhould have him to exer- 
ciſe in their Houſes, and of thoſe that liv*d at a greater diſtance, 
ſome would come forty or fifty miles to have the happineſs to hear 
him pray. He had indeed, bur by whar ailiftance will be ſeen 
bereafter, a wondertul fluency in extemporary Prayer, and what 
through Enthuſtaſhcal phraſes, and what through Exrafics , and 
raptures, into which he would appear-tranfported, he made the a; 
mazed people _ he was acted by the Spirit of God.. Be- 
{udes praying, he uſed to exhort, and blefs the Families in which 
he prayed; but he never underrook to Preach in them, for fear 
of invading the Miniſterml Province; which certainly would 
have oftended the Kirk. 

After 
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After this manner, 'and in this mighty reputation he lived nll 
the Year, 1670. which was the 70tb. year of his Age. When 
like the Tyrant Tiberins, after ſo many Murthers, and forts of 
unnatural Luſts, he was no longer able to endure the remorſe of 
his awakened conſcience, but to caſe the inquietudes of his guilty 
mind, was forced to accuſe himfelt ; which he firſt of all <&:d a- 
mong thoſe of his own party, and delired them to bring lum to 
publick Jultice to expiate for his aborinable crimes. Bur the 
conſidering what a confounding ſcandal, and diſhonour the Hy- 
pocrifie of ſuch an eminent Profeſſor would refle& upon the 
whole Sect, did with all pothble care and induſtry ſtrive ro con- 
ccal the Major's condition, which they did for ſeveral months; 
tall one of their own Miniſters, whom they eſteem'd more forward 
than wile, revealed the fecret ro the Lord Abbotſhall, then Pro- 
volt of Edinburgh, who judging humane Nature uncapable of 
ſuch horrid crimes, as the Moniſtertold him the Major had con- 
felled, concluded he was fallen into a phrenzy, or high degree of 
melancholy, and therefore courteouſly ſent ſome Phyſicians of 
his own perſwaſion and acquaintance to vitit him, and Phyhck 
him for his diſtempered Brain. But the Phyhicians returning to 
the Provoſt, affured him, that the Major was in good health, 
and that he was free of Hypocondriack Diftempers, and had as 
ſound intelleCtuals as ever he had had, and that they belicved his 
Diltemper was only an exulcerated Conſcience , which could 
not be cas'd till he was brought tro condign puniſhment, as with 
cryings, and roarngs he dehir'd to be. A ards the-Provoſt 
for his further faristachion ſent ſome Conventicle-Minifters, to en- 
quire into his condition, and make areport thereof; who hnding 
Ir 1impotiible to diſguiſe the marrer, which now was Town=alk, 
told his Lordſhip that the Major wasnot affected with melancho- 
ly ; but that the terrours of God which were upon his Soul, 
urg'd him to confeſs, and accuſe humiclt. "The Provoſt there- 
ſpon began to conclude, that he had good gruundsro take pub- 
lick notice of this afiazr; and theretore without further enquiry 
ſcntthe guards of the Cuy to {cize upon the Major, and his Stfter, 
who was iavoly'd in his contbions, and carry them both to the 
publick Goal. "There they were vilired by Ferions of all Sres 
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and Qualities, Clergy-men, Lay-men, Phyſicians, Lawycrs, Cony 
formng, and Non confornting. Minilters, whooll flocked thuber 
to-fee this Monſter, and diſcourſe with him about his horrible 
Tr1Mmes. 

They had not been long in Priſon before they were brought, tq 
Tryal, - which was 6n the ninth day of Apr, in the aforclaid 
year, 1670. They were try'd before that Learned Civikan Mr. 
William Murray, and Mr. John Preſtowne Advocates, who were 
made Judges by Commiſſion for that time. They were purlued 
by his Majeſty's laſt Advocate, Sir John Nisbett , and the Jury 
by which they were try'd, was Gideon Shaw , Stationer; James 
Penderer, Vintner ; Tames Thomſon, Felt-maker ; Robert Brown, 
Stationer; Fames Brown, Felt-maker ; Robert fFobnſton, Skinner; 
Tobn Clighorn, Merchant ; With many more ſufficient Citizens 
of Edinkur hb; moſtof which, together with the greater part of 
the Witnelſes hereafter mentioned, are yet alive. A 

The Court being ſet, the Majors Libel was read, the ſum of 
which was contam'd inthefe four particulars. Prims, That he 
entiſed and attempted to dehile his German Siſter, Faxe Heir, when 
ſhe was but ten yearsolg, or thereabout, and that he lay with her 
when ſhe was ſixteen years old, while they both dwelt in Famuly 
with their Father ; and afterwards had frequent carnal dealing 
with her in the Houſe of Hicker-Shaw in ber younger years; and 
laſtly, that after ſhe was 40. years old, he liv'd in a ſtate of In« 
ceſt with her, in his houſe at Edinburgh, where they dwele 
rogether many years. 

Serundd, That he committed Inceſt with Margaret Bowrd:n, 
__— to Mein, his Deceaſed Wite. 

Tertis, That he commited frequent Adulterics, during the 
Life of his faid Wife, both with married, and unmarried \Wo- 
men, and particularly with Befſy Weems , his Servant Maid, 
whom hee kept in his Houſe for the ſpace of twenty years, du- 
nng which time helay with her as famlarly as if ſhe bad beca 
hs Wite. 

Doarri, Thar to his Formications, Adulterics, and Inceſts, he 
—— d toad the unnatural Sin of Beaſhality in lying wah 

lures, and Cows; parteularly in polluting himtclf with a Mare, 
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upan which he rode into the Weſt Country, near New Mb. 
All v which crimes particulariz'd in manner aforeſaid , he acknow- 
_ judicially"at rhe Bar. 

he ſum of Fane his Siſters Libel is reducible to theſe two 
Heads. Firſt to the charge of Inceſt, which ſhe commurrted with 
her Brother ; and Sccondly, to the charge of Sorcery , and 
Witchcraft, but moſt eſpecially of _— Witches, Necro- 
mancers, and Devils; and yer more particularly for kceping, and 
converling with a Familiar Spuit, while ſhe liv'd at Daikeith, 
which us'd ro fpin extraordinary quantities of Yarn for her, in a 
ſhorter time than three or four Women could have done the 
ſame. All which ſhe judicially confeſſed in the Face of the 
Court. 

Then they proceeded to ſwear the Witacſſes, which the Lord 
Advocne call'd for further probation agidinſt them both. Of 
theſe Fohn Oliphant, William fohnſton, and Archibald Hamil- 
ton, Bailics, 8. e. Aldermen of Edinburgh depon'd, that on the 
Monday preceding the. Majors Arraignment , he did freely con- 
tels, and declare untothem, that he had commuted frequent In- 
celts with his Siſter Fane; divers Formcatior.s, and Adulteries 
with other Perſons; and Beaſtaliry with a Mare, and a Cow. Ma- 
iter fohn Sinclar, a Conventicle-Miniſter depon'd, that the day 
before his'Tryal he treely confeſſed unto him, that he was guilty 
of Adultery, Inceſt, and Beſtialiry, and that his Siſter had often 
been taken our of Bed from him : whereupon asking him'if he 
had ever ſeen the Devil, he anfwered, that he had felt him in 
the dark. But as to his converſation with the Devil, the De 
nent might have declared more ; for he had confeſſed to hin and 
many others, particularly to the Lord Biſhop of Galloway, then 
Munſter of Edinburgh, that hc had lain with the Devil in the ſhape 
ot a beauritu] Woman. 

Margaret Weir, Wite to Alexander Weir, Bookſeller in Edin- 
burgh, teſtify*d, that when ſhe wasof the Age of 27. years, or 
thereabours , ſhe found the Major her Brother, and her Siſter 
Fane, lying together in the Barn at Wicket-Shaw, and that they 
were both naked im the bed together, and that ſhe was above him, 
and that the Bcd did ſhake, and that ſhe hcard ſome ſcandalous 
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Lan berween them in particular, that her Siſter ſaid, ſhe 
mary. t ſhe ſhould prove with Child. Furthermore , ſhe 
Deponed that Catherine Cooper a Servant of the Mayors, told her, 
that he had layn with Margaret Bourdon his Wives Daughter, ſo 
that ſhe would ſtay no longer in the Houſe. 
Anne Wike to Fames Simpſon, Book-binder in Edmburgh, decla- 


.red, That on Monday preceding , and that day in the morning, 


that he confefled tro her he had commutted Inceſt with his Siſter 
Fane, and Margaret Bourdon his Wives Daughter; as likewiſe 
beſtialiry with a Mare in the Weſt Country, and thathe had car- 
nally converſed with his Maid-fervant Beſſy Weems for two and 


rwenty years. 

Mr. Archibald Nisbett, Writer tothe Signet, declared, That in 
the year 51 or F2.1t was in the Country, that the Pan- 
nel had commuted alty with a Mare near New Mills, and 
that he heard it reported the ſame day, in which it was faid he did 
the Fatt. Mr. Fobn Alexander of Leith deponed the ſame, and 
ſaid he was then but half a mile from the place. After theſe de- 
politions, the Major being examined about his aft of Beſtalty ; 

"That a Gentleman having given him a Mare, he rode 
upon her into the Weſt Country to ſee Friends, and dealt car- 
nally with her near New Mills, and that a Woman ſaw him in the 
At, and complained -of him to Mr. Jobs Nave the Miniſter of 
New Mills, ac whole inſtance he was brought back tothe place by 
ſome Soldiers, but was there diſmiſſed for want of wand. 
on. And further being asked about the time, he anſw That 
tothe beſt of his remembrance it was when rhe Lords, Gentlemen, 
and Heritors were taken by the Engliſh at Elkor. 

As for probation againſt Fane Werr, the Lord Advocate inſiſted 
on her own Declaration, and all the mons, in which as a 
party ſhe was involy'd. And being asked if ſhe knewany thing 
concerning the Correſpondence that was ſaid to be betwixt the 
Devil, and her Broth& ; ſhe declared, that ſhe had a long time 
been jealous of it, bur wasnot certain; and that fix or ſeven years 
before ſhe had found a mark upon his ſhoulder, like that which is 
called the Devils mark, at which ſhe was fore afraid. 


| The 
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The Procefs being thus ended, the Jury did unanimouſly find 
the Major guilty of Inceſt with his Siſter, and Beſbality with a 
Mare, and a Cow, and found him guilty of Adukcry, and Forni- 
cation by a plurality of Votes. "I hey alto unanimouſly Þd 
in Jone guilty of Inceſt wah her Brother ; whereupon the 
putcd _ Sentenced him to be ſtrangled at a Stake berwixt 
Edinburgh and Leub,on Monday tollowinggthe 1 1th of Apri/, and 
(.iz Budy to be burnt to Aſhes; and condemned her to be hanged 
yn the 7eſday tollowimg in the Grafe--narket of Edinburgh.

ordinary and charming utterance in hus folergn Convent: y- 
ers. allo that he never bow'd his knee to God at 


his own, or other mens Prayers; which exactly agrees with his- 
Siſters Relation, of his leaning at his Prayers on his Magical Staff, 


and none of his own prev remember that at any Devotion, 
even when be ſeem'd mo

Bur upon enquiry, I find that he, like moſt of 
the Extemporarians,commonly Prayed with his eyes, ſhut; which it 
it be true, this Hypotheſis will never be ableto. ſolve thoſe Diabo- 
lical Phenomena 1n the Ar. 

Some again think, that the words and exprefſionsof his Prayer 
were repreſented by the Devil upon the Stage of his Fancy, after 
the ſame manner, as when a man dreams he reads fuch a Letter, or 
Book. But he never was affected with any Conſternanons, 
Tremblings, or Abreptions of mind, which both true, and falſe 
P were the conſtant effects of ſuch ſtrong and violent im- 

as were required to exhibit ſuch unwonted repreſentati- 
ons upon the Imagination: nor after his long Prayers were ended 
were hus natural or Spirits exhauſted, as, if his Nevotion 
had been Viſionary, muſt have been. 

Others therefore conſidering him as an Apoſtate from God, and 
a3a Vaſlal and Apoſtle of the Devil, think- it very agreeable to 
Divinity to aſſert, that he was immediately, but yet without much 
violence, inſpired by the Devil, and helped by him both in the 
Conception and utterance of his Prayers. "This they conceive 
the Evil Spirit might do, like an affiffant form, by impregnaung 
his Fancy with Enthuſtaftical conceptions, and: thereby rendring. 
his Imagination very turgent, and ready to fwell above its banks ; 
whuch being done by the 1ummediate Operation of the Evil Sps, 
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ri, the wretched '«20+4-4:4u@ could not fail to burſt forth mm flumi- 
me Orations, or a tull Torrent of Prayer; and likewiſe be 

with ſuch moderate Raprures, as yet left him in a condition to un- 
derſtand what he ſaid. Furthermore, to prevent all poſlible ob- 
zetiong, they ſay, That if God ſuffered the Devil to counterfeit 
Prophenical Vids orthetrue Spirit of Prophecy under the Law, 
wer erg reaſon why it ſhould be thought inconſiſtent 
with his goodneſs, or difagreable to his infinite w1 to pernut 
him under the Goſpel, to counterfeit Inſpiration, or the true Spirit 
of Prayer. But for my own part, had not the Monfter himſelf 
aſcribed hs fluency in Devotion tothe affiſtance of the Devil, 1 
ſhould have wholly aſcribed itto the vigour of his own Enthuſi- 
aſtical Imagination, without any tr, whe For not only his 
Huency in Prayer, but the maderate Raptures, and lutle exratic 
hts, into which he was Tranſported, are explicable by the natural 
power of unaſſiſted Imagination, as I could make it our by many 
examples; and where a natural cauſe alone ts fufticient ro account 
for any effe&t, Iam always ſparing to joyn with it a ſupernatural 
Cauſe.
